ische Greuzzeitung, today prints what 
it calls an expose of the claim of the 
United State to be a great naval or 
military power. 'The article asserts 
that the American army is "rotten" 
and that ten per cent of the soldiers 
deserted 
during 1904. The army is 


made up of miserable material, and ac- 
cording to the newspaper the Russian 
army is superior to that of the United 
States. Americans are patriotic with 
their mouths, but they are unwilling to 
become soldiers in behalf of their own 
country and they despise soldiers as 
a class. The United States possesses 
sufficient wealth to build 100 new bat- 
tleships, but it is impossible to man 
them, as neither officers nor crews 
exist. The article further states that 
American naval officers are all too old 
i'or the respective ranks 
they hold. 


Ten of the admirals are over 61 and 
the average of the naval captains is 
57, as compared with 48 in the Eng- 
lish and German navies.

statement of Vice President Gillette of 
the Mutual Life Insurance company 
that he had personally paid $00,000' in- 
to the National Republican campaign 
fund since 189G out of Ihe company's 
funds, as wired the Advocate yester- 
day, 
created no little sensation in in- 


surance and political circles. 
Presi- 


dent R- A. McCurdy said in his testi- 
mony that he knew that campaign con- 
tributions were made but be was un- 
able to state the amount. 


President McCurdy testified that he 


never knew what Mr. Thebaud, his 
son-iu-law, was getting out of tbe busi- 
ness of C. H. Raymond & Company, 
and said lie did not think it was aiiy 
of his business to ask about Thebaud's 
personal affairs. He said the company 
did the business to get the commis- 
sions, and that was all he knew. All 
contracts were 
made without his 


knowledge. Witness said on the mat- 
ter of salaries he never requested that 
his salary be raised, and all such in- 
creases he took as complimentary to 
his management of the business. They 
were always made by the committee 
on salaries of their own volition. 
Coward -ttie clgge^gl^his testimony 
McCurdy made the startling statement 
that an insurance company is not an 
institution founded to make money lor 
policy-holders, but is or should be a 
gerat philanthropic enterprise to in- 
crease and spread its benefits over tbe 
entire earth. "There has been a great 
mistake made." he said, "about the 
real province of life insurance compa- 
nies in these latter years. People have 
been led to believe that the main pur- 
pose was to make money for its policy- 
holders. In my view that is not the 
purpose of such companies. They are 
eleemosynary. 
When a man -insures 


in a company he should take into con- 
sideration the fact that he has en- 
tered a great philanthropic concern 
that is in duty bound to spread itself, 
even though this growth prevents him 
realizing as much as expected." 


Vice President Granniss knew little 


about the contributions to campaign 
funds, but justified them on the same 
ground as did President John A. Mc- 
Call of the New York Life, that the 
free silver plank in the Democratic 
platform was a menace to the inter- 
ests of the policy-holders. 


When Mr. Crimmins was called he 


assumed the entire responsibility fo: 
the terms of the contracts with C. H, 
Raymond & Company, by which that 
firm made such large profits. 
When 


the method of the expenditure of the 
$25.000 items was inquired into. Mr. 
Granniss admitted that the general so- 
licitor couid get S25.000 any time he 
wanted it. without disclosing for v.-hat 
purpose he wanted it and without ren- 
dering any account of it.

Washington, Oct. 11.—It is probable 


a precedent will be created by the 
Roosevelt administration in the mat- 
ter of cabinet officers taking part in 
local political campaigns. 
This mat- 


ter was informally discussed with the 
cabinet by the president. 


Announcement was made recently 


that several cabinet members would 
take part in tho campaign in Ohio and 
in other states, and the wisdom of 
their doing so was questioned. 
The 


president himself let it be understood 
that, inasmuch as he declined to be 
drawn into political controversies, ho 
doubted the propriety of cabinet offl- 
ccrh. v, ho are lepresentatives of the 
administiation. speaking in campaigns 
in behalf of individual candidates, un- 
less their participation in campaign 
work should be confined to their own 
states. In view of this discussion, al- 
though no definite decision was reach- 
ed, it. is quite probable that, with the 
single exception of Secretary Shaw, 
who has made definite engagements, 
the members of the cabinet will con- 
fine thoir campaign speaking to their 
own states. Secretary Taft very like- 
ly will hpeak in Ohio. Secretary Bona- 
parte in Maryland and Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody in Massachusetts; but it 
is not piobable the participation of 
cabinet members in state campaigns 
will go farther than that. 


The president discussed Venezuelan 


affairs 
in detail with Judge W. J. 


Calboun, the special 
commissioner 


who went to Venezuela to ascertain 
the precise status of claims of Euro- 
pean governments against that coun- 
try and their relation to United States 
interests in Venezuela. Judge Calhoun 
also talked with Secretary Root. The 
president will discuss the Venezuelan 
question in his forthcoming message 
TO congress. No determination was 
reached a.s to what, if any. action may 
be taken toward Venezuela, but it will 
i>e predicated o'n the report of Judge 
Calhoiin. 


Rate

of talks with President Roosevelt had 
with several members of congress. He 
indif-ated to them that it would be tho 
leading topic of bis forthcoming mes- 
sage to congress, and that he had not 
abated on jot in his determination to 
induce congress, if possible, to enact 
legislation along the lines of his rec- 
ommendations.

money orders 


from strangers or unknown parties, is 
the suggestion given out at the post- 
office. 
The explanation for which ap- 


pears in the following:

Sir: Your attention is called to the 


operations of a money order "raiser," 
who is now working in the 
cities 


throughout his section. He purchases 
orders for four. Six, seven, eight or 
nine dollars, and by adding the letters 
"ty" to amount of order as written in 
body, and cipher to amount represent- 
ed in figures, raises the value of the 
order to a multiple of the original 
amount, viz., a six dollar order is rais- 
ed to sixty in this manner. Payment 
on these orders is secured through an 
innocent party,, who is promised em- 
ployment as a traveling salesman. Or- 
ders are passed on merchants and at 
Stations. 


This party has used the names H.

E. Carrey and John Moore. His de- 
scription is as follows:

President Roosevelt Will Not Recom- 


mend Railroad Rate Legislation as 


Formerly Anrfounced. 


Washington, Oct. 11—If prominent 


public men who nave been talking 
with tLe President the 
last 
T1Vo or 


three days have interpreted correctly 
his remarks to them on the subject of 
railway legislation, that President will 
not make as drastic recommend it ions 
to Congress in December as some peo- 
ple have anticipated. These men. and 
the number includes member? of the 
cabinet and the United States Sen- 
ate, are reporting that he will not urge 
Congress to confer the rate-making 
power upon the Inter.-fale Commerce 
Commission. 
They are 
creating the 


impression that while Mr. Roosevelt 
will recommend the enactment of leg- 
islation to put an effectual stop to the 
granting of rebates and to correct the 
evils which have grown "up through the 
operation of the private car and ter- 
minal companies, he will refrain from 
urging specifically that the 
commis- 


sion be vested with the rate-making 
power. Whether or not the President's 
position has been Accurately construed, 
remains to be seen, but the fact re- 
mains that in the absence of an author- 
itative 
statement 
from the 
"White 


House, his position as thus defined is 
becoming accepted as correct. 


Should it be the President's inten- 


tion not to recommend that the rate- 
making power be given to the com- 
mission, it means he has decided on a 
radical departure from the principles 
upon which the Esch-Townsend bill, 
which passed the House 1-y an over- 
whelming majority last 
winter, was

following story: 


Advocate telegrams from Youngs- 


town, Ohio, Tuesday, told of the des- 
perate effort Lewis D. Palmer of New- 
ark made to end his life in that city 
on Tuesday. 
Mr. Palmer's condition 


is critical. 
The following account ol 


the attempted suicide published in the 
Youngstown Vindicator, throws addi- 
tional light 6n this incident: 


Vainly struggling in the 
grasp of 


two men, L. D. Palmer of Newark, at- 
tempted to do himself further injury, 
and but for their prevention would 
have succeeded in cutting his throat 
deeper, doing away with his life. Pal- 
mer attempted 
suicide at 260 West 


Front street, Tuesday morning and 
but for the interference of two men 
would have succeeded. As it was he 
inflicted a terrible wound and may 
yet die. 


About 7:20 a. m. Palmer walked out 


of Charles Evans' livery barn in the 
rear of 260 Front street, turned east 
in Front street, and pulled a large 
knife from his trousers' pockets. He 
Jabbed the knife into the left side of 
his throat. 


A young man driving for the United 


States Express company chanced to 
pass at that time and saw Palmer's 
actions. He shouted loudly and G. C. 
Glenn and Joe Lehman, employed by 
the Central Union Telephone company 
ran out of the front door of the ware- 
house. 
Palmer rushed up the alley 


beside the building and into a side 
door. 
Exclaiming, "My God, I can't 


do it," he plunged the knife into the 
side of his throat again and grasping 
it with both hands pulled/ it tbward 
the front to sever the arteries of his 
neck. The knife bloade was dull and 
that is probably what saved his life. 


Before he could do any more dam- 


age to himself Glenn grasped his right 
arm and tried to take away the knife. 
Palmer clung to it. Lehman stepped 
in and both of them threw Palmer on 
his back in the alley. Even then he 
struggled to kill himself. TJhey finally- 
got the knife away from him and held 
htm while another man telephoned for 
the patrol wagon. 


The wagon made a hurryup run 


and Sergeant Jacob Petrie and Wa- 
gonman Elias Jones loaded in Palmer 
who was by this time barely con- 
scious. . They hurried him to the Ma- 
honing Valley hospital. 


A gaping wound in the left side of 
ne throat bled freely. 
At the hos- 


pital door Palmer fainted from loss of 
blood. His injuries were dressed and 
the hospital people stated he had a 
good chance for recovery. 


Palmer has 
been in 
and 
about 


Youngstown for a month. His home 
is in Newark where he has a wife. 
He is a tin peddler and spends most 
of his time driving about the country 
districts. He owns a team of horses 
and a wagon and seems to make mon- 
ey when sober. Most of the time since 
he has been here he drank heavily. A 
week ago Saturday night he was ar- 
rested for being drunk. 


Monday night he told a hostler at 


the Evans barn that he was crazy. 
His actions bore out that assertion. 
Palmer is about 40 years of age and 
prosperous in appearance. 
Temporary 


insanity from excessive 
drinking is 


assigned as the cause for his act.
